Anticipatory of the meeting of Parliament to-mor- 

row, Mr. Bright has again taken to his first love—Re- 
form. His cool proposal to transfer all taxation from 
Customs and Excise to realised property alarmed so 
many of his own supporters that Mr. Bright has 
quietly allowed it to sink into obscurity. This 
time Mr. Bright appears as an apologist for himself, as 
an ardent supporter of a Ministry which he condemns. 
They are even more aristocratic than the Conserva- 
tives; still the Democrat will aid them. They are 
increasing the taxation by ten millions yearly : not- 
withstanding the Financial Refermer will vote with 
them. They are prosecuting an unjust and unneces- 

sary war in China, yet they will command the votes 
of Mr. Bright and his party. Even upon Reform their 
views are limited, aristocratic, and impolitic, but the 
self-constituted Apostle of Reform enters the lists in 
their behalf. The new Reform Bill, on Mr. Bright's 
authority, will add 500,000 to the constituencies--- 
exactly the number which Lord Derby’s proposal would 
have added. Lord John Russell will scarcely affect 
the small boroughs, which are nests of corruption, 
He will give no members either to Chelsea or the 
Tower Hamlets. He will still leave six millions of 
working men unrepresented, and, therefore, hostile. 
His measure is imperfect, unsatisfactory--anything 
but final. Why, then, isit to obtain the support of 
Mr. Bright? 

r. Bright accounts for his adhesion on Daniel 
O'Connell's principle of “instalments”--“ We ac- 
“cept and carry that which is at the time possible, 
“but still look ahead, and cherish the hope that others 
é who come after us will complete the holy work.” 
If we are te estimate the extent of the Reforms here- 
after tobe carried by Mr. Bright’s panegyric on Ame- 
rica, we must expect the demolition of the aristocracy, 
manhood suffrage, and, of course, the establishment of 
a Republic. Mr. Bright objects to military prepara- 
tions, because “ they tend to enrich only the aristo- 
“cracy.’ He condemns the Volunteer system, be- 
cause nine men out of ten who join become careless 
of Reform. In fact, he condemns everything but 
Cotton-spinning, and everybody but that small and 
selfish class to which he himself belongs. He eulo- 
gises the financial system of America, where only 
£12,000,000 are required for the United Govern- 
ment expenses, but does not mention the fifty 
millions expended upon the support of each separate 
State. And he commendsthe non-intervention prin- 
ciple which America generally possesses, while he for- 
gets that our position in Europe in the midst of military 
powers, as well as our numerous dependencies, compel 
us to interfere--so far, at least, as to defend and main- 
tain what we have acquired. If Mr. Bright could 
remove Great Britain and Ireland, and place both in 
the River St. Lawrence, the policy which he eulo- 
gises might be possible, but not else. i 

But the one redeeming feature of the present 
Cabinet is their adhesion to the principle of Free 
Trade--i.e. of free imports.” It was necessary to 
have a flourish of trumpets on some subject prior to 
the meeting of Parliament. As Lord Derby had ini- 
tiated, the principle of non-intervention in Italy, the 
Ministry could not well lay claim to any originality 
for simply carrying out his policy. A good deal 
might be said in the after-dinner speech style usual 
with LordPalmerston,respecting the formidable power 
of our Navy, and the Voluatee: movement among 
our people. Unhappily, Lord Malmesbury inaugu- 
rated the one, and Sir J. Pakington the other: so the 
less said upon those heads the better. Nothing 
whatever could be made of Italy. There may be a Cen- 
tral Italian Kingdom indeed, including the Legations, 
but those 30,000 Frenchmen preparing to move on Leg- 
horn, seem to indicate that this same central kingdom 
will probably be French, and that Italy, after all, will 
have but a change of masters. There was no topic 
of which anything could be made but “ Free Trade,” 
and Mr. Bright, its apostle, is sent to Birmingham 
and Manchester to blow the trumpet with all the 
vigour he can muster. 

This Free Trade,” however, to use a phrase of Mr. 
Bright's, is wonderfully “lopsided.” It means im- 
port of French goods into Eng land free of duty, and. 
export of English goods into France at a duty of 30 
per cent. This is a novel kind of reciprocity. France 
will take iron, absolutely necessary, we know, for 
armadillo ships, plated gunboats, to say nothing of 
rifled cannon and arms of precision. She will take 
coal also, which is useful, not only for blast-furnaces 
and manufactuers, but for steam warships and those 
transports which may be called upon to ferry fifty 
thousand men across the Channel. Nay, France is still 
more liberal. She will take raw wool from us and 
all the world. Cotton, too—provided cotton means 
only the raw material—she will also take. As France 
always sends us more cotton and woollen manufac- 
tured goods than she receives from us, this will 
enable her to compete with us in our own market. |

Reform or Foreign Affairs. Thisis not the principle 
upon which Mr. Bright acted, or will act. His policy 
is to accept from a Whig Government less than was 
offered by the Conservatives; and in every way to 
‘thwart a Cabinet which he could not alarm or coerce. 
The declaration of Lord Derby might be somewhat 
dispiriting was it not certain that a Cabinet formed 
of such heterogeneous elements is crumbling of 
itself, and needs no external impulse. The Free 
Trade,“ such as it is, thus thrown as a sop to Mr. 
Bright, must alienate members who are deeply inte- 


rested in the home manufactures such a system must 
destroy. 


The Times on the General Apathy regarding 
Reform :— 


Parliament, the Government, and the country are 
about to reap the harvest which was sown last year, 
and we trust they find prospect, as it draws nearer to 
them, pleasing to their eye. Last year the Government 
proposed tothe country a measure which they intended 
for the settlement of the question of Reform. The mea- 
sure was rejected, and in rejecting it the majority of 
the House of Commons thought it advisable to pledge 
themselves to a declaration of their faith with regard to 
the lowering of the borough franchise. A dissolution 
ensued, in which, for some reason or another, the 
Liberal party contrivedg to dispose of nearly the 
whole of their majority; a change of Government 
took place, and an armistice of eight months succeeded 
to these active operations, in which a whole year was 
lost and much useful legislation most unhappily delayed. 
But after seed time, as we have said, comes harvest, and 
we should, indeed, be very curious to know what are the 
real feelings with which the great Liberal party and 
their leaders contemplate the position they have made 
for themselves. That Reform about which they have 
been at once so fastidious and so exacting ; that Reform 
about which so many gentlemen for so many years have 
been in the habit of rounding periods and raising 
cheers, has come at last. Reform — the re- 
generator of political decrepitude, the redresser of 
all abuses, the dawn of the coming millennium 
—is now fairly within their grasp. Long as 
Reform has eluded them it can elude them no longer, 
the last pretext for the last delay is fairly worn out, 
and our patriots will in a few days stand face to face 
with the reality of a complete review of our represen- 
tative system. The thing is so large in itself that we 
naturally expect to find its advent heralded by a degree 
of public excitement and enthusiasm as unusual and 
extraordinary as the crisis itself. Why is not the De- 
mocracy of Britain up in arms from one end of the 
country to the other? Why are not our columns filled 
wlth the reports of meetings held to impress upon the 
Government the necessity of throwing aside timidity and 
caution, and plunging boldly in, secure of being borne 
up and carried to a safe haven on the dancing waves of 
popular enthusiasm ? We know not why, but Parlia- 
ment is about to address itself to the task without, so 
far as we can find, any intimation from its constituent 
that they wish a prosperous result to its labours. If 
the soldiers of Wellington fought under the cold shade 
of aristocracy, the Solons of Westminster must legis- 
late under the colder shadow of popular indifference. 
There is neither anxiety nor anticipation, no guess- 
ing, no prophesying. Everybody seems to think that 
he will know what the Reform Bill is soon enough, 
and nobody evinces the slightest inclination to 
antedate the pleasure by a single moment. ‘This frame 
of mind in the people is not encouraging or exhila- 
rating to the men who have to cater for so squeamish an 
appetite. If they offer little, the proceedings of last 
year will rise in judgment against them ; if they offer 
much, the chilling indifference of the present cools 
their daring and paralyses their hopes. It may very 
possibly be that, placed in sucha position, our Re- 
formers in the Cabinet may look back with something 
akin to regret to the events of the last session, and con- 
sider how much more comfortable it would have been 
to dispose Of the matter in April last than to dispose of 
it in February next. 


The Morning Herald on the Commercial Treaty 
between England and France: --- 


The information we were enabled to lay before our 
readers a few days back respecting the negociations 
for a commercial treaty between England and France is 
confirme l. There seems to be little doubt that the treaty 
has been already signed, and that it will come into ope- 
ration in this country immediately. The object of Lord 
Cowley’s mission is now explained. It was to lay the 
first stone of the “ virtual alliance“ between the two na- 
tions to pave the way for that political union against 
which the public on this side of the Channel has so con- 
sistently protested. The indecent haste with which the 
whole affair has been started and concluded would of itself 
have invited criticism and engendered suspicion. Buta 
glance at the prominent features of che new treaty willshow 
that all this hurry is owing, not so mnch to a desire to 
provide political capital for the coming session as toavoid 
the discussion, and probably the defeat which its bung- 
ling conditions would have been sure to provoke. We 
ventured to predict, on the first announcement of the in- 
tention of the Cabinet, that those who expected any im- 
portant concessions-from the French Emperor would be 
mistaken; and all we know of the treaty at present fully 
bears out our views. True, Napoleon has made a step 
towards free trade, but he bas felt his way so cautiously 
that Messrs. Cobden and Co. can hardly know their own 
offspring. At the same time he has so far deviated from 
the principles laid down by the gentlemen of the League 
that he requires reciprocity, and something more, 
for every advance he makes; and he has con- 
trived to furnish as complete an expose of the im- 
becility of the Whigs as could have been desired by 
their staunchest opponents. We cannot find fault with 
the Emperor for making the best of his bargain. 
We have not a word to say against the prudence and 
firmness that have led him to adopt a resolution which 
is sure to create a strong opposition amongst the 
monopolists of France. e are free to admit that 
any commercial arrangements whichh tend to pro- 
mote increased intercourse, and to create new ties 
between the people of France and England, are 
in themselves desirable, provided they be carried out 
in a spirit of mutual concession, and be not detri- 
mental to important interests in this country. But in 
the new treaty neither of these provisions is secured. 
Everything is doue for France, nothing for England. 
So far as we can see, not only shall we reap no ad- 
vantages, but we shall actually suffer from the changes 
about to be introduced. Yet the commercial treaty 
is p pan, the bait which is to lure us 

a joint action with France in the affairs of 
Italy. 

Let us look at the principal terms of the eugagement. 
They are:—* On the side of France suppression of pro- 
hibitions and diminution of the du on coal and 

part of England, reduction of the duty 
spirits, articles de Paris, and silks.” What 
value of the “ suppression of prehibitions” 
have yet to learn. It is quite certain, 
be moderate

But the duty of five shillings and ninepence a gallon 
is a bar to indulgence in visions of this kind. A shil- 
ling a bottle may not much affect the consumption of 
high-priced ‘claret or Burgundy, or prevent champagne 
being an adjunct to a liberal entertainment, but it cer- 
tainly is sufficient to prevent the ordinary growths of 
French wine from becoming articles of daily con- 
sumption to the middle classes. Fora shilling a family 
ean have a considerable quantity of malt liquor, and all 
but a comparatively limited class will hesitate to drink 
habitually a beverage every pint and anda half of which 
pays such a sum into her Majesty's Exchequer, Those 
who prefer the pure and exhilarating juice of the 
French grape both to“ pale ale,” and to the brandied 
compounds sold among us as port and sherry, will 
therefore be glad to hear that the Government has it in 
contemplation to reduce the duty considerably—it is 
said from 5s. 9d. to 3s. Should the House of Commons 
be willing to accept their proposal, the great modifica- 
tions in the French tariff—the advance from Prohibition 
to Protection in some cases, from Protection to com- 
parative Free Trade in others—will be net by an en- 
actment which will give the staple produce of France a 
readier market among the richest of her neighbours. We 
cannot conceive any better proof of the wisdom of a 
peaceful policy than that the first really cordial ad- 
vances of the French Government since the Crimean 
War should result in arrangements so mutually advan- 


tageous. 


PRIVATE CORRESPONDENCE. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT. ) 

Loxbox, Fripay.—A very important step is about to 
be taken by the united Italians of Central Italy. Rica- 
soli, Prime Minister of Tuscany, proposes, that Tuscany 
and the Emilian provinces (that is, Modena, Parma, and 
the®legations), should elect members of Parliament, who 
should claim to sit and speak in the new Lombardo- 
Piedmontese Parliament, about to meetin Turin. Rica- 
soli suggests that, in the first instance, the King (Vic- 
tor Emanuel) should be asked to issue his royal writs 
for such elections, but that, even if the Piedmontese 
Government should hesitate to do so, the elections 
should proceed and the Deputies proceed to. Turin, 
and, knocking at the door of the Parliament House, ask 
admission in the name of Italy. If admitted, ten 
millions of Italians will, for the 'first time these four 
hundred years, be represented in one Free Parliament, 
and the result will be enormous. Ricasoli is certainly, 
after Cavour, the wisest man of the Italian cause. 
When it was niooted to make the union of Central 
Italy complete by giving to it one Regent and one 
Ministry, he said No, you thus pave the way fora 
kingdom of Etruria, and a possible separation from 
Piedmont; let us rather st:ive, not for the union of all 
Central Italy, but for the irrevocable annexation of each 
to Piedmont.” On this advice Buoncompagni was 
made aot Regent of Central Italy, but Governor-General 
of the United Provinces, and thas both Tuscany and 
the Emilia have the advantage of union for military and 
diplomatic purposes, and separate Governments for 
internal affairs—separate Governments, also which 
would resist any attempt to force a foreign Prince on 
the throne. A rumour is out to-day, that Cavour is 
selecting his new ministry; hewill select not merely Pied- 
montese statesmen, but men representing the cause of 
united Italy. Since his retirement there has been a 
general complaint, and well-founded, that the Ministry 
has been more Piedmontese than Italian. I notice a 
new tone in the letter of Dabormida, the war minister, 
to Ricasoli conveying Victor Emmanuel’s thanks for 
the address from the Tuscan army. He says, “I am 
directed to convey the thanks of our august sovereign, 
to the ‘Tuscan army.”
